“Widtorians are 2 long-suffering people. 
Thelr endurance is truly wondertul, They 
can submit with a greater degree of pa- 
tience to mis-rale than any other people 
on this coast. Yet they take more holi- 
than any commanity elsewhere, 
meet their ralers, both civic and 
colonial, at all the pleasure gatherings, 
and have an agreeable time; but they 
never succeeded in getting eithet 
general or civic governments up to 
popular expectation. Take the question 
of education. There is not a public 
school or :free school,-under the direct 
control ‘of ‘the goveroment, in this city, 
In Angest lest, the doors of the city 
Free, Schools were closed, and have not 
beta “opened since. The children who 
were formerly educated in public schools, 
either roam jst large or attend private 
sthaols, of which, happily, we have 
greater number now, that would be con- 
, sidered good schools, than at any former 
time. «The only salvation of the rising 
generation ia the private school teacher. 
The City Council, who are the Local 
Board, seems to have really forgotten 
that: education is~one of ‘their duties ; 
and that the commanity expects them to 
sakethe initiative in education. The dif. 
ficulty that occurred in September, by 
the resignation of the teachers, ought to 
baye been cured long ago. If such an 
‘event hed occurred in many places on 
the English-speaking portion of this cou- 
tinent, @ voluntary tex would beve been 
levied, und submitted to by the citizens 
rathér than kcep the Free Schools closed 
a day.
